PATENT^WEDICINES 



Time, for.i Affixing Special Inland Rev- 
enue Stamps on Old Stock Has 
'■ ' Now Expjred 

Ottawa, Aug. 18.— Although the act 

providing tor the registration of pro- 
prietary or patent medicines has been 
in force for some months, it was only 
on the 15th of August that the time 
expired for placing stamps ^ipon pat- 
ent modlcines held In stock by dealers 
previous to tho coming into operation 
of tho law. The date had been fixed 
originally at April 1, but an extension 
was granted in order to give retailers 
In remote localities ample time to com- 
ply with the act. These stamps were 
sold at the original figure, and It was 
assumed at the Inland Revenue De- 
partment that all dealers liave com- 
plied with the requirements, as no re- 
quest had been received for a further 
extension of the time for affixing them 
Accordingly every bottle or package of 
patent medlolne sold from now on 
must havo -afflxed to it either this in 
land revenue stamp, denoting that it 
waa manufactured before the act came 
Into effect, or the duty registered certi- 
ficate of the department. Before any 
patent medicines can be offered for 
sale, the act says, the manufacturer, 
proprietor or agent shall procure an- 
nually from tho minister of inland rev- 
enue a numbered certificate of regis- 
tration, the fee for which is one dol- 
lar. This number, together with the 
manufacturer's name- and -address, 
must be printed on, this "label of ' each 
package or bottle.

. New Tax— President Taft 
' : ; ■ Mot Worried ^ ~ 



Buffalo, N.Y., Aug. 18.— Commenting 
on'the corporation tax in the Septem- 
ber nuiriber of 'the National' Monthy, 
of which publication Chairman Nor- 
man E. Mack, of the Democratic 
National committee, is the editor and 
publisher, former Judge Alton B. Par- 
ker says the now tax is welcomed by 
the giant corporations of the country. 
In the belief that they can seek Im- 
munltv liehlnd It. Former Judge Par- 
ker says that the great combinations 
In restraint of trade wish to bo let 
alone, and to that end seek Immunity 
even at the cost of increased political 
contribution. 

"l^ut a few days ago," says judge 
Parker, ''Mr. Coiry, the president of 
tho United States Steel corporation, 
returning from Europe, hailed with ap- 
proval the tariff bill containing the 
corporation tax, in which his depart- 
ment associate, Judge Gary, heartily 
joined, adding thereto the prediction 
that now we will enter upon a period 
of great prosperity. 

"Naturally the small corporations 
engaged in honest business do not look 
kindly on this attempt to add to their 
burden of taxation. 

"Otherwiso, however, with the great 
combinations of trade, which seek to 
dominate so many fields of endeavor. 
They wish to bo lot alone, and to that 
end seek immunity even at the cost 
of Increased taxation and continued 
political contribution. 

"To some writers the statute appar- 
ently Boems entirely Innocent of a 
purjioso to trespass upon the powers 
reserved to the states and tho people. 
It appears to me, on tho contrary, but 
another step In tho carrying out of a 
carefully dovLsod plan of contrall-zatlon 
of power in the federal government."

Giace Bay, N.S., Aug. IS. — The strike 
situation remains unchanged, but as- 
saults on men who are working appear 
to be breaking out again. Several-'af-< 
fairs of this kind have been reported 
within the last few days. 

A tragedy was narrowly averted at 
the Reserve Colliery this morning. 
Special Constable John McDonald, 
while making his rounds at Norway 
Crossing, was accosted by three strik- 
ers and asked what he was doing. The 
officer made a reply, and as he started 
to leave ono of tho men struck him 
with his fist. The officer grabbed him 
and knocked him down. Tho other 
two assailants then started kicking 
the officer, and landed some nasty 
blows on his head, chest and stomach. 
McDonald grabbed with one of tho as- 
sailants, and pulling his gun, he press- 
ed the cold steel against the other's 
throat and pulled the trigger. The 
gun missed fire, and once again the 
trigger was pulled wltli the same re 
suit. McDonald knew one of the par4' 
ties, and ho was arrested this afterr 
noon.

Judge Lindsay, Denver's Fa- 
mous Children's judge. Tells 
of His Work for Yolith " v 



"The ImaBo of God la In every hu- 
man soul. IE we can but bring it out, 
\M' will have solved the greatest piob- 
k'ln of our "day." 

That wns'the keynote of tho address 
wlilcli Judge Benjamin bindaay, the 
"children's judge." of Denver, delivered 
before a large audience in tlie council 
chamber at tlie city hall la.st evening. 
Judge Lindsay lias ac<iulrod fame 
throughout the United States by rea- 
siin of his unique and nearly ahvaya 
si:cces.sful methods of handling Juven- 
ile deliniuionts. Tlie large audience 
wlilch turned out last eviMiing to listen 
to him had tlie ciiiestion presented to 
tliem In a niauner which, besides l)Qlng 
nio.st entortiiining, was also liighly in- 
structive. Speaking undt!r tin; auspices 
of tlie Children's Aid Society, Judge 
Lindsaj- made a strong apjieal to the 
jieoplo of Victoria to assist the worlt of 
that body. Instancing wliat can he 
done ill \'l<'toi-la, and how Huccessful 
lias been tlie work done In Uenver by 
moans of the juvenile delinquents' 
court, and the jirobatioii sjstom for 
youthful criminals. 

Pi'obably no otlier individual in the 
United Statf's lias had sucli experi- 
ence with youthful malefactors as lias 
Judge Lindsay. To him, jirobably 
more tlian lo any otlicr person Is due 
the cliange wlilcli has taken place 
witliln recent years in tlie nietliods of 
dealing wltli youthful ofCi'nders. His 
stories of many of the cases which he 
has been called upon to handle, the 
invariable success which 1ms licen 
attained with the young boys and girls 
whose environment has led them 
astray, but who are not wholly vicious, 
were greatly appreciated and loudly 
applauded. 

C. E. Redfern, In the absence of the 
president of the Children's Aid society, 
presided, and on the platform with him 
were ISIayor Hall, Bishop Perrln, Rev. 
H. Carson, Col. Gregory, and others. 
Asks Co-operation. 

jMr. Redforn, in Introducing Judge 
Lindsay, stated tliat the Children's Aid 
society wius founded liere live years 
ago, but its membership is still very 
small, its work being hampered not 
only by lack of funds but also by lack 
of that sympathy with its alms which 
It Is entitled to receive from the inib- 
llc. In all cities there ' are a large 
miniber of children who are neglected, 
who are given the n!ime of being bad, 
but tills so-called badness is due more 
to tlie lack of training and care than 
to any inherent badness In the child. 
If not taken in time, these children 
gradually drift Into tho criminal 
classes, llr. Redfern urged all those 
who are not now members of the 
society to .become so at once, and thus 
aid In the good work of saving tho 
children. 

Judge Lindsay was well received 
when he rose to speak, lie declared 
thai there were somewhere In the 
neighborhood of 150,000 children in the 
United States and Canada annually 
dealt with by tho authorities. No city 
Is without its child problem. Wlicn 
in A'ancouver he had been favored by 
tlio i)olice authorities with some fig- 
ures wlilch showed that last year some 
;iOO young people, all under twenty-one 
years of age, had been arrested and 
incarcerated. If all the facts were 
known. It would be seen that In every 
one of those 300 cases tho llrst offence 
had been committed In the early teens 
and was largely due to the neglect of 
the children by their parents or guar- 
dians. It was the seventh Earl of 
Shaftesbury who, after a lifetime siient 
in . work devoted to children, declared 
that there were not two criminals In 
all London but had committed their 
first offence In childhood. To deal 
with the criminal class they must be 
taken when tliey are children. The 
elilld la brouglit up in an environment 
which tends to make or unmake him, 
and to make the child's environment 
the best possible la the duty of tho 
people. 

Old Methods 

Referring lo the old methods of 
treating the criminal clilld, tho trial 
In op(m court, the incarceration wltli 
grown-up criminals wliicli only edu- 
cated tlie cliild In criminal methods, 
the old Idea tliat gave little heed to 
the w.dfaro of the child but looked al- 
most solely at tho crime, all these old 
methods are gradually passing. Now 
the iTinderii method Is to aavi; the child, 
to kIvi> hlrii a chance to make good, 
to take him from his vicious environ- 
ment and i)lac(! lilm where lie will 
lia\'e an opportunity of becoming a 
useful citizen. 

When .ludge Linds.'iy went on the 
bench ten years ago, the delhuiiient 
child was tried under the ordinary 
erirninal procedure, llndi.'r the com- 
mon law a child of seven was equally 
liable to tlie same punishment as the 
adult c'rlmlnal who might have en- 
tered a house with pistol In his pocket 
and murder In his heart. And yet 
this same lad was not legally a man, 
In the i-yes of the law, until he came 
of age. The whole system. Judge 
Lindsay declared, was absmd. It was 
a case of choking the lad because it 
was thought that thoreliy the evil was 
choked. Now under the law as oper- 
ative. In Colorado the old order has 
been elianged. Tlien if a child stole, 
say some gunny sacks. It was the Idea 
to save the sacks. Now tho Idea la to 
save tho child. 

Saving the Boys 

Judge Lindsay told several stories 
of the .\-outliful offcmders who have 
been lirought liefore hlni, of boys who 
wei-e treated by the police as If the.v 
had liecn hardened criminals, but who, 
when once tlie.\' were made to under- 
stand that It was their welfare which 
the authorities were desirous of im- 
proving and their innate' spirit of fair 
play .was aroused, left their evil ways 
and today are respectable' citizens. 
The lads' downfall was due not to 
their Innate badness, but to the vicious 
surroundings In which they.had beett 
reared. Judge Lindsay stated that 
the day of force has not 3-et pnssed, 
the day of the Jail Is still with us 
but lie was there to plead on behalf 
of the child. The hoy criminal Is not 
understood. I3ut things are changing. 
The powers of symiiathy, kindness and 
Iiatlence have taken the jilaee of the 
old order of things. A s.\'stem nC^ char- 
acter liulldlng has taken the place of 
tlie old system of punishment. Tho 
main effort now Is to enlist the boy's 
H.\'nii)aihy, loyalty, and Interest. He 
liad found that tlw best way to deal 
with juvenile delinquents was In priv- 
ate and with as little formality as 
possible. To do a boy good ho must 
be understood. Iti dealing wlthv n. 



child one is dealing with a wonderful 
machine and tlio best time to handle 
a man Js , when he Is a- boy. Play- 
grounds have played an Important part 
In tho welfare of the ybuth of Denver, 
and it has been demonstrated that the 
placing of a public playground in the 
heart of a section of Denver wlitait-o 
the greater part of tlie youthful crim- 
inals were taken has resulted In a 
wonderful reduction In tlio number of 
eases brought to the attention of tho 
authorities. Tlic trouble has been that 
the state neglected Its opportunities 
lo take the child wlien his character 
Is plastic and make of lilm a useful 
citizen. 

Results of Good Work 

Judge Lindsay told of Ills exper- 
iences with some of the so-called crim- 
inal boys of Denver, of his efforts to 
secure their good will and how, after 
much time and labor, he had been re- 
paid by the trust of tlie buys and their 
sincere and successCul efforts to reform. 
He told of the good work which Is be- 
ing done hy the i)roballon officers, how 
the boy after being sent to the. De- 
tention Home Ib watched and cared for, 
Is encouraged to, do. his best and how, 
hi the great imajorlty of oases, the boy 
Is saved froiii-a-life of crime and made 
a respectable citizen. Not only does 
the law as It now stands In Colorado 
provide for the . child but it also deals 
wltli tliose who do anything to make 
tile child ,a delinquent. The man who 
leads a eliiid astray sliouid b(^ punish- 
ed. The parents who neglect their chil- 
dren and allow tiiem to run aliout the 
streets at night, fref|iient questionable 
resorts, can be niadc^ to pay the jien- 
iilt.w iSoL'iety has at last wakened up 
to the necessity of doing more for the 
clilkl. lUit this awakening has on^j- 
taken place after the peojile iia\'e 
shown that thev Insist on such protec- 
tion for the child. 

Judge Lindsay beliovod that a pro- 
bation ornccr in Victoria would do 
more for the protection of the child 
than all the police force, 'In the live 
years prior to his going on the bench 
In Denver thousands of boys and girls 
had been Incarcerated In Jail. Some 
one had said that the jails of the coun- 
try "are toboggan slides to hell." Some 
60,000 cases of youths annually sent to 
Jail, to tho state- owned schools of 
crime, was a record which no one could 
be proud of. Under the modern and 
etillglitened system the boy. Instead of 
being sent to jail to (ri"aduate In crime. 
Is put In the detention home school. 
His case Is Investigated, he Is placed 
under uplifting Influences and when 
he Is allowed to leave the home he re- 
turns a better product than when he 
was sent to tho home. How different 
in tlie case of the jail. The state. Judge 
J.,indsay declared, has no right to con- 
vict a child unless It la prepared to 
protect it. Ho had found out from 
personal experience that the power of 
personal touch and influence Is neces- 
sary In the regeneration of the crimin- 
al. Instancing ' his success with - the 
youthful members of a gang of crimin- 
als Judge Lindsay declared that six out 
of the seven hoys are now respectable 
citizens. ; , —i • ,, . 

"i^retly good,, qalvage that'^ ,he de- 
clared amid applause- 
Probation System.- 
co-operatlon'befwfeen'the church, home, 
co-oporatlon' botw'eortthS"^ Church, home, 
school and business man.' The working 
boy Ib put to ^vorki lfThc Officer keeps 
hhii under his supervision and tho husi- 
noHs ninn helps, by giving the youth 
work.

"Tliere 
Is no love without Justiei- and no jus- 
tice without love. We are thus putting 
love In the law." 

Judge IJndsay.wns loudly aiiplaudeil 
when lie cnncUided, Col. Gregor.v in 
niovhif,' a vote of. I hanks to Judge IJiul- 
say appealed to the audience to assist 
the Chliaren's Aid Society by practical 
sympathy. Five 'years ogo the Hoclct.v 
was founded and tiiere are today oxactlv 
nineteen members. If the puallc of 
Victoria possessed any interest In ilie 
society now was tho time ♦o show it. 
'l"ho legislators would pass no law for 
the iienefit of the children unless they 
are convinced that public opinion de- 
mands It. He was a bachelor but If he 
could take such an Interest In tile youth 
of the elty how much more .should the 
fathers and nioUicrs .show In tlie welfare 
of the cliildrcii. 

.Mayor Hall, In .seconding tho vote of 
thanks to .Judge Lindsay, declared dial 
If there were more men like him it 
would bo better for the boys and ^Irls. 
."Mayor Hall promised that before his 
term expired lie would recommend to 
tlie council that something substantial 
should he done towards provhilng for a 
Juvenile deliiuiuont court.

ATTEM PTS S UICIDE 

Prisoner in Vancouver Jail Vainly

■ AVe mentioned the other day tliat 
Mr. A. .1. Jloriey had written us a let- 
ter asking for infctrmatloji on a- cer- 
tain point. His question did not go to 
the merits of the Goldstream proposi- 
tion, bflt only as to tho legality of the 
bilaw as advertised. Jlr. Morley thinks 
that it will be inoperative even if 
adoi)ted,. because it refers, In his judg- 
rnont,- to- more thaiV-onu' subject. Wo. 
■ arfe''.tnf<irnied that the . bylaw as, drawn, 
up has met witli the approval of the 
legal dejiartment of the city, and this 
being the case it seems unnecessary 
for layippn to^discuss the, point raised 
by Mr. 'Morles', for to do so would only 
introduce a useless complication into 
the case, and in any event tiie opin- 
ion of the legal udvisers of the city 
would be taken In preference to any- 
thing that Mr. Morley or the Colonist 
might say. 

some of the opponents of the water 

bylaw are nialclng much of the fairt 
that the Ti-amway company is operat- 
ing its steam plant. We have inquired 
Into the reason of this and are in: 
formed by the manager of the Trnm- 
wi\y company that it i.s not because 
the l';H(iuimalt coiiipan.\- cannot fur- 
nish the water which the contract 
calls for, but because that amount of 
water will not develop the amount of 
jjower needed by the ronip;!n>-. The 
ilanager says th.-il in the rainioKt se;i- 
fc'on, when the lights are being used 
early in the evening. It will be neces- 
Kary to operate the steam plant. The 
lifmaiiil for light has increased .so 
pri atly that the maximum water sup- 
ply of G'lld.str.'.am is not sutflcient to 
furnish the neeesHiiry power. 

Opponents of the iiylaw are en- 
deavoring to maki' ;i comparison be- 
tween the cost "f K"lng' to Sooke and 
the cost of olitaininfr a supply frcjui 
Goldstream. Thi.s cnraiiari.son is sini- 
)ily guess work, for no one knows 
V. hat 11 v. iil cost lo go lo Sooke. Mr. 
Adama made an estimate upon infor- 
mation furnished him, but no one is 
In a position to sny If that Information 
is correct. In ordei- to determine what 
the Ine and a hilf mlie,s of tunnel 
will co.st it will lie necessary to put 
down a sufficient number of bore 
holes to test the rock structure. When 
this was proposed last year, an esti- 
mate was made of tli<' cost of putting 
down these holes and it was found 
that it would be at least $25,000. The 
\Vork was not done and no one can 
pretend to say what the tunnel will 
l ost, tliat Is no one whose opinion Is 
of an.\ value. 

The lime requisite to make a tunnel 
to Sooko Is a very serious considera- 
tlpn. Mr. Adams says that at least 
Ave years would bo necessary. This Is 
tho minimum. Wo will take that 
Ijerlod, How soon could work be un- 
dertaken provided tho city decided to 
go to Sooke? That depends upon cir- 
cumstances over which the city has 
no control. If tho Esquimau coiniiuny 
raises no objection the delay ab.iolutc- 
ly necessary might not bo long, but we 
aye Inclined" to think It would be tor 
fi^ reason that will be given later. It 
tho company should raise an objection 
and the matter should become tho 
subject of litigation there would bo 
very considerable delay. ,We do not 
think wo will be unreasonable If wo 
put the delay at two years. Adding 
this to the five years necessary to do 
the work, and allow "six months for 
launching and financing the project, 
and It will bo seven years aj|ld six 
months at the least before wo could

■ 'Where would the citv get its water 
in the meantime.' Let us see what 
would taKe place In the meantime, and 
wo want what wo say on this point 
to be f(xllowed carefully, for It seems 
to us to ■ lie by far tlio mo.st import- 
ant ; consideration in connection with 
the questton; Flrstimeita^fetho-polnt 
that if the city roifusos hd^ to acquire 
Goldstream under the legislation of 
last session, the rights to actpilre It 
will lie lost, except on such terms as 
t h o •■ company ^ may .'presoM be. 

2nd. The company bdlng: secure In 
its undertaking, It will go on to ex- 
pend money in the utilization of Its 
water. It is an open secret that the 
opmpany. has; already ' arranged tor 
J^O.OOO for tliat "purpose." The com- 
patiy being In libsolutc and indefeas- 
ible ri'ght to the Goldstream watershed 
may be expected forthwith to enter 
into a contract to supply Oak Bay 
municipality with water, and In so do- 
ing It will place itself In a position to 
supply the municipality of South 
.Saanlch. It will also have an abund- 
ance of .water to supply the Esciuimalt 
Peninsula. There is absolutely no 
doubt whatever that - the Goldstream 
wntarshed will furnish from ' 16,000,000 
to 17.000,000 gallons daily all ttie year 
round, which is three times as nuich a.s 
the city of Victoria and the two munl- 
( ipalltles above named now consume. 
The company will therefore be In a 
position to supply tho whole water- 
consuming area, except that part of 
Victoria which lies East of the Arm. 

ard. In such an event, tlie city will 
bo abUj to save some ot its Elk Lake 
supply: It win surely be able to save 
what It now sells to the Oak Bay 
municipality. Therefore, the residents 
within the city limits East of the Arm 
would have more Elk Lake water at 
their disposal than they have at pre- 
sent, and tliey would not feel the need 
of taking upon themselves the un- 
known cost of going to Sooke for some 
time at least. When the Elk Lake 
supply proves inadequate, the rate- 
payers of the eastern part of the city 
would have to decide between two pro- 
positions, naniely: 

Sliall we take upon ourselves the 
burden of going to Sooke, when we can 
count upon no consumers outside of 
the eastern part of the cjty? or 

ahai! wo buy v.-ater from the Esqui- 
mau company?. 

Therefore, to us the Issue seems to 
be: 

SluiU the city of \"ictoria or tlie Es- 
quimau Water Works company con- 
trol the water supply of the city of 
Victoria and all Us environs? 
- '\V6. would like some one to point out 
to.'us/ln iwhat ivay. thejt think ihls rea- 
soning is defective. If it is detective. 

There are opponents of tho by-law 

w-ho place their opposition upon tlie 
ground tliat they do not like tlie meth- 
od under wliicli tlie jiroperty is to be 
acquired; others object to any change 
at all, -while the present management 
of the city water works is continued; 
they want a new system of control ad- 
opted. It seems to us that these are 
minor objections when considered 
side liy side with tlie fundamental pro- 
position above mentioned.

Draw a line across the map from the 
head of Esquimau Harbor to Cordova 
Bay, and south of it w!!! iv^p the 
are;i within wliich the water con- 
sumers of tlie next ten or lifteen years 
will reside.

Mr. Morley has attempted to show 
that it will cost more to get ;::!, 000,000 
gallons daily from Coldstream and 
Sooke tliaii from Sooke alone; but If 
we do not acquire Goldstream, and get 
the company out of the lleld, the city 
of \'lctorla as a city will never want 
2:;, 000, 000 gallona, Under a system of 
meters, 000,000 g.-illons would supply 
;;00,fi00 iieoplc ai the probable average 
consumption of the present year. U 
is hardly necessary to argue that therQ 
never will be a population of 300,00(f 
people within the city limits on the 
I';ast Hide of the Arm. Theref.irc, e\-en 
if Mr. .Morley's figures v/ere correct, 
and as respects Sooke they can pos- 
sibly be nothing more than a rough 
guess, his calculation of the cost of a 
dally supply of 23,000,000 gallons from 
Sooke alone has no possible bearing 
upon the question before the rate- 
payers, 

NAVAL DEFENCE 

Tlierc seems to be no doubt tiiat tlie 
Conference in I^ondon on the (lues- 
tion of Iinpeilal naval defence has re- 
Huliea very satisfactorily lo those 
particiijating in It. Obviously one can- 
not speak with confidence on the 
strongtli of a telegraphic Hyno[iHl,s of 
the conclusions arrived at, but judg- 
ing from tho facts telegraphed we 
think the jjeople of Canada will be 
eunt,-;nt v.'ith the general principles to 
which their delf!g!ites have given tlielr 
assent. That Canada muBt do some- 
tiling more than contribute a qiio'ta to 
the British Navy Is the universal 
opinion of the people. Many of us 
would have been glad to hiive seen 
one or more battleships tendered to 
the Homi^ Covcrnment and accciited, 
and spculdiig for itself the Colonist 
'would be ■wllilrig to sustain the gov- 
ernment of the Dominion In making 
such a proposol now or at any future 
time, It there shall seem to lie a neces- 
sity for It; but we ars heartily in 
accord with the Idea of a Canadian 



navy. There Is also to be an Austra- 
lian navy. Tliese two navies, acting 
in concert wltli the British navy, will 
constitute tho Imperial navy. It is 
true that Australia seems to have 
stipulated for'lndep'eridon'ce of "control 
even to tho point of being able to say 
whether or not the Australian con- 
tingent shall bo at the service of tho 
Home Government! In time of war, and 
we suppose that 'what is -'determined 
upon in tho case of the Commonwealth 
w!!! also ap;ily to Hie nominioA; biit 
this Is only a .concession to the Im- 
portant prln'dfptb*'!6f,' colplVlal^a.utbnomy. 
Wei' may. rest con ii'dbnt that. In time 
of war all the navies will bo as one. 
If they would not be so uniler tlie pro- 
posed agreement, they would not be 
so imder aiiy agreement. The Empire 
cannot be bound 'jdigether by, \yords/ 
On this point we are' heartily , In .syra'- 
liatliy witli the reported- coiipluslons 
of the. Conference. " , f 

Another ,;iniHort;ant— point • which 
soems to liave'beeri agreed upon la' the 
olillgation of Canada to prgtcct hei; 
coasts on both oceans. The announce- 
ment that this Includes the provir 
slon of ample dcckys^,nls, , Is l;'exa:ptlji;

ways advocated, and' 'the'ad'oiilirop'.ol 
the principle meets with' pur- "uhqualli 
lied approval. - ■ - 

As we have said there will be no 
difference of opinion on the principles 
upon vvhicli tile Confei e'ico liiis agreed, 
if tliey have been correctly sent out. 
There will also be general satisfac- 
tion at the announcement that Canada 
is going to begin work upon her navy 
immediately upim lines suggested by 
Admiral i'"lslier. At this stage of the 
case there may naturally arise dif- 
ferences of opinion as to details, and 
the Colonist reserves the right to 
criticise these as far as it is able to 
do so. Apparently the outcome of the 
Conference will create profound satis- 
faction, and It certainly advances tho 
Dominion one stop further on the road 
to nationality- Gradu.ally tlic Eiuplre 
Is taking shape. Precedent is follow- 
ing precedent. The Conference is a 
recognition of Independence within 
the Empire,

A'DRI FT ON RAFT 

Madden Pierson, Seaman of Wracked 
ScFioonBr, Rescued When 
Nearly Too Late 



New York, Aug. 18. — "By golly, I 
thought I was a goner," said Madden 
Pierson, the missing seaman of the 
wrecked schooner Arlington, when ho 
was picked up today by the ilshing 
schooner Irene and Mary, after drift- 
ing -U'ithout food, drink or .sleep for 
27 hours on a crazy raft of lashed 
spars. Then he took a long pull 
from tho captain's flask, swallowed a 
cup of piping hot colt6e and turned 
in without further comment. Not un- 
til he awoke £rom-a sound" sleep did 
he complete his narrative.' 

While Pierson was rolled up in 
blankets below. Captain Ericsson, . of 
the Irene and Jlary, was making 
something of a hero of "Sport," a 
black, curly-haired ppaniei, the 
schooner's mascot. For an hour before 
the rescue Sport had beea snuffing the 
windward air, jiawlng tho rail and 
yelping excitedly. Puzzled by the dog's 
actions, the captain took a sharp 
lookout, and when he paw what look- 
ed like a buoy slipped from Its moor- 
ings he headed the schooner for it. 
He soon could .make, out the figure of 
a man waving his yhdershirt. It was 
Pierson. ' ' . 

Refreshed, fed and In dry clothing, 
Pierson told his story. He Is a big 
blonde Swede with a viking's mus- 
tache, and is 48 years old. 

"I had JUst. made fast a life line 
shot out to us by the coast guards," 
he said, "when I was washed over- 
board. When I got my head out of 
tho water I saw a bit of drifting 
wreckage near mo. There were Iron 
holts on it, and loose ends of cordage. 
With these I lashed myself fast, lo^iv- 
Ing play enough so that I could stand 
erect and wave my shirt. It was early 
morning, and I could see that I -was 
rapidly being carried. !out. to sea. All 
day Tuesday I shouted and waved my 
flag. All last night I fought oft. the 
numbing cold. Sixteen vessels, on6 a 
revenue cutter, passed me, but I 
could not attract their attention. 

"At last I could see by the -way 
the Irene and Mary changed her 
course that tho lookout had sighted 
me. . , 

"I' have been a sailor for twenty-two 
years, but 'no schooner ever, looked' so 
good to mo as did Irene . arid Mary 
beating up to windward." 

When the schooner took Pierson, ho 
was almost too weak to stand and too 
stiff to sit down. 

The rescue o'l: Pierson ten miles oft 
Atlantic Heights, and about 16 miles 
straight away from the spot on Long 
Bench whore the Arlington went 
ashore early on Tuesday morning, ac- 
counts for tho captain and crew 'of 
nine, all safe ashore, though the 
schooner herself is an abandoned hulk. 

Pierson was brought to Now York 
tonight and fitted out with new 
clothes by Capt. Errlcs.son. He ex- 
pects to ship again.

Fo re st ry Co m m i ss io ii h| rs 
' Experts-^Qiiestiqn 'bf 
Fire protection 



The British Columbia Timber and 
P'oreatry Commission brought Its 
scheduled sessions in Victoria to a 
conclusion yesterday afternoon, al- 
though It Is possible that an extra 
session may be called here. In the 
ntternoon a short session was held, E 
iMcGuftev, secretary of the Vancouver 
Island Development League, speaking 
before the coiiimiaslonera. ' 

He had come primarily, lio said, to 
support a resolution of the Clayoquot 
Development League, asking the Brit- 
ish Columbia government that the 
agricultural lands within timber limits 
should be thrown open for settle 
nient. 

In answer to this resolution the 
chairman, the Hon. F. l-'ulton, pointed 
out that all the unalienated timber in 
the province had been reserved since 
December, 190V. 

, Mr. McQaftey then wont on to aug 
geat that the government should ac 
quire reserves on "Vancouver 'Island. 
He elaborated on the value of the 
forests, stating that the time to con- 
serve these was now. The govern- 
ment should reserve blnek.') cf froin 
100 to 200 acres In Clayoquot, AlbernI, 
Cameron Lake, Nanalmo, CoTwnod, 
Shawnigan Lake, Chemalnua, and 
Cumberland districts. He pointed out 
that such reserves would not only con- 
serve the timber but would also have 
an educativj value. 

Want Estimated Area 

The commissioners expressed a de- 
sire to obtain an estimate of the 
amount of timber in the province, but 
W. A. Anstie, secretary of the B. C. 
Lumber and Logging company, who 
was asked for the information wa.q un- 
able to furnish figures. He, however, 
stated that he would enden\ or to ob- 
tain a list ol forest acreage in each 
district and from these a total could 
be taken. 

The sessions of the commission then 
adjourned to open in Nanalmo today. 

There were three important experts 
on the stand at yesterday morn- 
ing's session, namely, K. E. BiUlnpr- 
hurst, of the British Columbia Devel- 
opment Association; R. H. Campbell, 
superintendent of the Forestry De- 
partment of the Dominion service, 
and J. A. Sayward, ot Victoria, a 
practical lumberman of many years' 
experience. 

Timber in Dry Belt 

Mr. BlUlnghurat spoke chiefly oC 
the state of affairs In the dry belt. 
He thought that, in these districts, it 
was.oJ'the-iiJtmost importance that the 
timber ahould be proected. If it was 
removed It would bo fdund, he de- 
clared,. that the efforts being made to 
. provide:. «,atlBfactory Irrigation would 
be seribtisnens iaterfcfed with, with- 
out -t^ef protection'., by. means ot the 
8hader6f the. tree's from the sun's' rays 
the artiaelar ilftltes'that might be Ih- 
staJled worfid be robbed through th^ 
process'-pf* Evaporation. - Eveii rib^v it 
was iljrured that 60 per cent, of the 
..water, was Joafc jn this way. Under 
the circuttistances he. thought that the 
Gommlsaion -would De doing something 
in British Cotumbia'8 Interests, cer- 
tainly la $h6, Interssts of the drv "belt, 
If it was provided ihit the standing 
timber, what there was of it. In tliO' 
dry . belt, should be. allowed to re- 
main. 

On Ills introduction Mr. Campbell, 
of the .ponttaion^aovemment aencicc, 
8 poke, and strongly emphasized, the 
necessity of the protection of the 
timber against Are. That was the big 
problem which the different provinces 
and the Domfnlon as a whole had to 
face and endeavor to solve. 

He described in detail the system 
that has been adopted by the Federal 
authorities. Reference waa made to 
the duties of the chief rangers In the 
dlRerent districts. He was required 
to keep dally note of his movements, 
and thus the department was kept In 
direct touch with their employees, the 
conditions prevaiUne In different 
parts, and to know what " was being 
done to ensure the Dominion's land 
from being denuded of Its forest 
wealth by the depredations of the 
huge summer conflagrations. 

It had been found, Hr. Campbell 
said, that the posting of notices out- 
lining the Dominion law had had a 
most beneficial efCeot on the public. 
The result. In a general way, was 
that the people had become mors 
careful, a proper respect of the au- 
thorities being engendered because of 
their evident sincerity. 

Reserves In B. C. 

With respect to the setting aside of 
Dominion reserves, Mr, Campbell said 
that something over one million acres 
of British Columbia hinds hart been 
thus dealt with, in the adopting nf 
such a policy there were soverai ob- 
jr"t3 in view. Of course that of prime 
importance was the preRcrvation of 
the timber. Another, however, was 
the protection of the game. And a 
second, by the cutting of .-i. border 
around the area selected, to afford a 
point from which po.-iaible tlrea could 
be fought. 

In making a .selection of rc.Morves It 
was important that the ground should 
be of a character not suitable for ag- 
rl<iulture. It wouldn't be a wise thing 
to shut up a large block of property 
which, If cleared ot its tall standing 
timber, might be converted into somo 
of the choicest farming holdings any- 
where available. That wouldn't he a 
foreslglited policy. Therefore the 
character of the property and the wu- 
ter-shed on It, If, as well as other 
conditions, had to be considered. 

Mr. Campbell stated that hl.s de- 
partment had recently taken steps tn 
have the reaerN-es of Canada surveyed 
in a most thorough manner. Sniall 
parties were being sent Into the for- 
ests set aside and Iholr reports would 
show the ai^ipunt of timber available, 
the best tnekng availiible for cutting 
and marketing It and other particulars 
wanted for,,^ departmental luse,. V : . 

R«fpr<68tation Djicussed. 
■ At' presetiit' the Dominion govern- 
ment was busy experimenting with 
the reforestation by seeding and 
planting.' He described the? methods 
adopted in detail arid oori<5luded with 
the assertion that as yet It was impos- 
sible to say definitely whether either 
process waa likely to be satisfactory. 
In some parts of the eastern states 
good results had been received front 
Heeding but whether this would bo 
practicable In British Columbia was a 
question which he felt Inclined to 
doubt. In fact he thought that the 
Important thing was to study wlint 
was best to be clone by loggers in 
timbering to leave the cut ground in 
such shape as to facilitate the natur- 
ftl reforwtatlon. That was what 



should be done in British Columbia, 
that ascertained regulations could be 
Introduced and he ..believed ,•, that the 
second growth would'iJfollow" natur- 
ally much quicker andlmbre.prodlgttlly 
than in,i the east. . ' "i'.i 

Mr^iCa'mpbiBU outlined the Dominion 
government's: system ot letting out 
the timber lands to the lumbermen, 
The holdings were Issued to,the<JiiBh- 
tst bidders and those obtaining them 
were entitled to retain them until the 
land was denuded of all the merchant- 
able timber. This was the equivalent 
of a perpetual title, or, at least, a title 
that was as good as long as there was 
timber on the land. Oust exactly how 
long thai meant or when property 
might bo desired to be without "mer- 
chantable" timber was a..-polnt that 
hasn't yet- been settled.. 

Why Land Isn't Cleared. 
There wore two reasons why the 
Federal authorldes had nut introduced 
regulations Insisting on the clearing 
of the land over which there had been 
'ogging in progress. One wan tliat If 
tire was used In clearing It was not 
improbable that the efforts being made 
to minlmi/.e the risk from conllgration 
would be defeated and the otlier be- 
cause the j'oung: trees would be in- 
jured, in fact, probably killed. This 
would seriously Interfere with the de- 
velopment of the second 'growth. 

In response to Commlssigner Fulton 
it was stated by Mr. Campbell that the 
cn.st of protecting.. Jhe timber of the 
railway belt in British Coluriibia Was 
heavy. Last year about thirty men 
had been employed on that vmrk. 

Questioned furf,er the witness ex- 
pressed the opinion that the system of 
offering timber to the highest bidder 
was splendid and later the prices re- 
ceived had been exceptionally good. 

J. A. Sayward, at the outset of his 
testimony, took occasion -to refer to 
the Importance nf Inaugurating a sys- 
tem for lire flghtiiig in British Colum- 
bia. He had been present during Mr. 
Canipbeir.'i remarks and wished to say 
that his opinions thereto were most 
pointed and commendable. 

The suggestion that tlie lumberman 
should be called on to assist the pro- 
\'lncial government in defraying the 
expense of the contemplated further 
precaution against the destroying of 
timber by summer fires, Mr. Sayward 
said would be quite fair. As far as he 
was concerned he would be willing- that 
the cost be evenly divided. 

Financin,fl Difficulty. 
Continuing, he referred to the pro- 
vincial system of timber licenses, af- 
firming that It waa easy to understand 
that, under the licenses issued. It would 
bo difficult for the holder to obtain 
financial assistance from the banks. 

The Dominion government method, 
ho declared, would be more favorable 
to the lumberman. 

"Why?" asked Commissioner Ful- 
ton. 'The provincial license Is -Issued 
for twenty -ono years." 
"Twenty-one years is. not a lon^ 
lime, - ropiicd Mr.' ' -Sayward. "The 
bank wouldn't loan monev on such a 
document while they would on a title 
which read thai It wa.>! good as long 
as there was marketable timber on the 
land in question. " 

Jlr. Sayward was asked hip opinion, 
as a practical lumberman, of the pro- 
vincial policy with regard to the duty 
on exported loi^.s; There were cer- 
tain classes of Jogs which it was more 
profitable to export: This was true of 
cedar, for instance. On thl.s aide of 
the line there was a market for all 
other classes of Hlniber, bjit thQpe' was 
a surpiu.s of cedar.n,Stranpe to<«^y. In 
the Stales thq.'cedajr 'was scarce.- Thus 
it would be in the Interests ot British 
Columbia merchants and of the Indus- 
try generally that this style of logs 
should be permitted to be taken to the 
other side without penalty. 

Commissioner Flumerfelt wanted 
the witness's opinion a.s to the effect 
of Introducing a regulation compcd- 
llng timber limit holders to erect 
mills and do a certain amount of du- 
■\elopment work In a stated period. 

Mr. Sayward replied that It would 
be a first-class step, because it would 
bar the speculator from handling 
British Columbia timber and retarding 
its exploitation.

A .special effort to Induce Scandin- 
avian settlers to come In to the nor- 
thern end of Vancouver Island 'will be 
mt'de by the development league. 
Since the recent campaign of publi- 
city commenced, twelve Norwegian 
families have settled in the Clayoquot 
district. 

There are conditions Which make 
the nortliern half 'of thp Island pecu- 
liarly attractive to Norwegians and 
Swedes. The farmers of both these 
countries like to live near the sea- 
cousi, where they can combine flah- 
ing with their agricultural pursuits'. 
Thero is at' present a settlement 
known as the Holberg settlement. In 
the Clayoauot district, composed of a 
number of Scandinavians. Both land 
and water conditions are somewhat 
analagous to those prevalent on the 
Norwegian coast, and as the inhabi- 
tants of the Scandinavian peninsula 
make ideal settlers, it is thought that 
a large Influx ot these nationalities 
will do much for the advancement of 
the Island. 

The development league Is at pre- 
sent considering the advisability of 
advertising In Scandinavian papers, 
and the settlers In Clayoquot will be 
consulted In the matter. 



JUSTICE RESERVE 
HIS DECISION 



Case of Salmon Arm Constable 
Dealt With in 
Chambers 



In chambers yeslerday Mr. .lustice 
Martin reserved his decision on the 
apl)licatlon Cor a writ of habeas corpus 
made bv 10. V Bodwell, Iv. C, on behalf 
uf James Thuiiipson, the municipal 
constable at Salmon Arm, whose com- 
m.lttal for trial under somewhat un- 
usual circumstances has aroused a 
good deal of InteresL Thompson >yas 
committed on the charge of having 
unlawfully allowed a prisoner to es- 
cape who was at the time In lawful 
custody. , ^ , 

From the affidavits filed and read In 
court yesterday. It appears that the 
trouble arose over an Indian who had 
been convicted for having intoxicants 
In his i)ossesslon. lie was .sentenced 
by the local JuHtlces to t%vo weeks in 
Jail, but was told that his inmlshment 
would be reduced If he told who gave 
him the liquor. Accordingly the man 
gave the name of anothdr Indi8'n,'and 
the rest of hia sentence Avas commuted 
for a flnc of $10, he having already 
served eight days of that period. On 
the trial of the other Indian, however, 
the first dellquent swore that ho had 
got the whiskey from a whiter man. 
This seems to have annoyed the Jus- 
tices for thev told him that now he 
would have to serve the whole of his 
Hcntence, and told the constable to 
take hhn hack to Jail. 

This was where the trouble came In. 
Thompson had no papers of any kind 
autliorizlng him to hold the Indian, 
and on applying for same was not 
given any. At this the reeve of Sal- 
mon Arm and the Indian agent, the 
Rev. John MacDougall, told him to 
let the man go, which be did. , He re- 
iiorleu l-iiti action to Justice of the 
Peace Lennox and a summons was 
Uitcr Issued charging him with the 
offence stated. However, there was 
no Informaiton sworn to, and the only 
evidence against him was his own re- 
port to the Justice. When ho wanted 
to see the information he wa.s told 
that his own st.itement constituted the 
Information. Reeve Evans appeared 
an Ilia behalf and protested against 
these and other alleged irregularities, 
but to no puri)ose, and Thompson was 
committed. 

Mr. Bodwell's chief point was that a 
sworn Information of some kind was a 
condition precedent to the justice hav- 
ing jurisdiction to hold a preliminary 
hearing. As there was no Information 
the whole matter was a nullity, and 
he cited numerous authorities. Ho 
also complained of other alleged Ir- 
rcgulnrltles. 

Deputy Attorney General AlacLean, 
who ni)peared for the l.'rown, contend- 
ed that the lack of information did 
not nuitter once the man was Ijofore. 
the maglatrnte and knew what offense 
lie was .-illcged to h;ivc committed. 
He strongly upheld the justices, and 
said that the whole trouble was the 
fault of the Reeve and the Indian 
ugcnt, who wore meddlesome busy- 
bodies interfering In what did not con- 
cern them. 

Thompson is out on ills own recog- 
nizances, so Ills lordship said that he 
would take time to consider the mat- 
ter, a nice and important point of law 
being at issue.

Here and There 



Now that th'o slrla of all sizes and 
ages aro prcpaTlng for school, the 
iiuestion of, what they shall v.'oar dur- 
ing ne.Kt term la taking no little siiaro 
of tho thoughts' of many mothers. 
Kveryono likes to see the little women 
looking nice. Tho teacher must be 
grim indeed who does not look with 
lileasure on the rows of girls in dainty 
white or pretty jirint irocKa, aa lijey 
aHsoniblu on Monday morning. The 
love of pretty things is common to us 
alj, '^nd It wouUi hv liiiwlsc, eve:; !f It 
were not useless to try to uproot it. 

But the lovo of dress does not al- 
ways mean a love of beauty. Nothing 
Is beautiful that is not littlng. Scliool 
is a place for work, and nothing ahould 
be worn there that will In any way In- 
terfere v.iLi, \vi.i-k. Tho ornaments 
which u little girl may with propriety 
wear to a partv aro not sultal)le for the 
dross of a schoolgirl. Rings and 
brooches and ueeldaees have their 
place, but it Ik not the schiiolrooin. In 
our tiemocratlc country the teacher 
mav not forbid any girl to dress as her 
mother thinks fitting. It is all tlie 
more necessary that the good taste 
and the good feeling of mothers should 
prevent their daughters from wearing 
ornanienlB which distract not ■ only 
their own attention btit that pf their 
classmates from their work. 

Rich material ahd ielatibrat^ work 
aro equally out of place In the gar- 
ments of school children. Among 
gentlefolks In the old land this Is felt, 
and It Is quite possible that there are 
many little girls In the classes of any 
Victoria school whose frocks aro more 
beautiful and costly than those in 
which the Uttlo granddaughter of the 
Klnp of England learns her lessons, or 
plays With hor brothers or sisters. 

This Is not a trivial matter. The 
envy and Jealousy which the poor have 
for tho rich too often begin in the 
schoolroom. Often, as with theh- eld- 
ers, appearances aro deeeiJllve. It is 
not always the children of the wealthi- 
est parents who are most richly clad. 
Uut children seldom understand this, 
and it Is often In tho schoolroom tliat 
tho worshii" of moro money begins, 
wliich is perliaps even more to be de- 
precated than the envy of those who 
possess it. 

In almost every class in any of our 
Canadian schools there are to be seen 
little eliiiues of tlnely dressed girls. 
V^cry often these children are the envy 
of their sclioolmates, and almost al- 
ways aro a source of trouble and 
anxiety to their teachers. No matter 
how loveable, amiable, or clever these 
children may bo naturally, tlie love of 
dress spoils them. It is such girls 
who, when they ^ gro\y ^ oidor,^ spend 

tinery unless tlieir mothers have learn- 
ed their folly and checked a habit 
which should never liave been [illowed 
to grow. How much the extravagance 
and love of display among women Is 
due to the custom of overdressing little 
girls It would be hard to tell. Tho 
passion for dross is responsible for no 
small -share of the inihappiness in tlie 
world, and II is more common than 
most of us would be willing to confess. 

There is another side to this (lues- 
tlon of overdressing girls which should 
not be overlooked. It Is the unhappi- 
ness It causes to those girls who must 
go plainly eliid. jMany a girl's temjier 
has been spoiled by the consciousness 
of the sneers of those who despise her 
because her parents are poor. It 13 
finite true that she should have more 
sense than to fret about sucli things. 
Certainly, if the school Is what it 
should be, the great majority of eliil- 
dren would learn to value one another 
for moral u-orth and intellectual abllty 
rather than for what they believe to be 
the signs of wealth. But such a public 
opinion is not easy to form. ICvcry 
mother who .sends her little girl to 
school overdressed, not only Injures 
her own child, but encourages the love 
of dress and a vulgar worship of 
wealth among her classmates, or adds 
to the envy, hatred, antt all uncnant- 
ablcnesii which are forming In this 
new world class distinctions more 
hateful than those which exist In tho 
old. 

Teachers cannot exercise too much 
wisdom and tact in dealing with thi.« 
matter of dress. It Is little less than 
a prime to allow any child to feel that 
poverty is something to be ashamed of. 
While neatness and cleanliness must 
bo insisted upon, the danger of wound- 
ing the sensitiveness of a child ought 
never to be lost sight of. 

One of tho most pleasant incidents 
noticed in any schoolroom was the 
kindness with which, at a school fes- 
tival, the children treated the poorest 
member of the class. There was no- 
thing of condescension In the bearing 
of the little people, and the beaming 
face of the shabby little girl showed 
how greatly she valued the love of tho 
boys and girls who had been so good 
to her. The children of that school 
were learning lessons than which none 
could be more valuable. To give With- 
out wounding, to receive favors with- 
out iiain: is tliere anything that can 
add more to the happiness of a world 
where, aftin- nineteen centuries, it is 
still true that "the poor yo have with 
you always." But, perhaps, this is 
another stor.y. 



The Eastern papers are full of allu- 
sions to the intense heat In Jlontreal 
it is said that more than a hundred 
babies are dying every week. There 
are marly h.ilf a million people in this 
large.st of Canadian cities, but even so. 
this projiurtlun Is far too large. 

One uf tlii- Moiilri-al jiii|jerr<, in eum- 
menting on this terril)!e mortality, says 
Ic Is not the heat which kills the lltilo 
ones, but the stilling air! 'I'hc (.■dltor 
tlien shows how clnscly the hou.ses lire 
built together, and how dllllcull it Is 
for the air to clrculale among tluun. 
In New York tliei'e are building regu- 
lations whicli prevent this e.xce.Mslve 
crowding, though so much has been 
said of the awful condition of the 
overcrowded tenements In that city. 

It may Hceiii alj.surd to I'anry that 
Victoria will some rlay .sufli r irom 
tho same cause which cau.scs coni- 
plaluLs in Montreal. We liav(^ now 
such an abundance of room. We will 
never have the Intensit heat which 
makes life In Montreal, Winnipeg or 
Toronto well nigh Intolerable. The 
fresh, brine-laden breezes that come 
from the Olympians will always pre- 
vent the air of oar city from becom- 
ing stagnant. But so f.'U- as men can 
do It, have they not begun already to 
bring about the overcrowding which 
is (;onii)lained of elsewhere. JOvery- 
wiure lieautlful homes are being er- 
eot'd. iJut Is It not true that In 
many ijiaccs the siiace around tho 
homes that makes Victoria so attrac- 
tive la becoming smalU^r? This Is in- 
evitable In the business streets. Here 
rows of building with the smallest 
poBslblo space between them must he 
the rule. I3iit should the contractors 
or landowners In the residential parts 
of Victoria be allowed to erect housn.s 
without aiiy ' space between' ihcm 7 



The buslneua and manufacturing 
streets must always encroach upon 
the residential part of the town. That 
wo must expect and should wish for, 
But ought wo to crowd our dwelling 
houses together? This is a ciuestlon 
which does not seem to press .for a!i 
answer now, but we should not for- 
get that In this, as In many other 
ways, we are building for the future. 
Must wo go on making the same nils- 
takoa as have been made by the 
builders of cities in the past'^ 

The rich and fashionable women of 
the United States have taken U|) a 
new pur-'iiilt. TIse oraft of weavln.ir. 
which In pioneer days was so impor- 
tant an avocation Qf strong •and..skll- 
fiil women, hns hnon ndonted by "them 
as a iiastlnie. 

But though many will, doubtless, 
follow the fashion of the season .-md 
then drop it for another, the oonse- 
(luence of this revival of an old art 
Is likely to have important eonse- 
ipienees. Another industry will he 
added to these that can bo carried on 
hy poor women In their own iioines. 
and as long as liand-woven fabrics 
are fasliloantale good i)rlces will lie re- 
ceived for them. 

The folluu-iag article from an ex- 
change shows that already tho new 
emiiloyment Is occujiylng many busy 
hands; . . ' . 

The "curtains of tho twined linen, 
and blue and purple and scarlet, with 
cherubim of cunning work," referred 
to In the Old Testament, are now be- 
ing wrought In spare moments by 
some of the younger women of .society 
who llnd that the delights of running 
a hand loom are superior to those of 
bridge, and that the reputation gained 
thereby is far moro novel and inter- 
esting. To exhibit a room in which 
all the visible furnishings are woven 
in the same design l:i colors to match 
the wall paper, and tluU by one's OWn 
hand, is u great delight, and more 
than one young woman Is able to do 
it. A well known Miissaeluisetts wo- 
man has copied the quaint designs of 
her own great-grandmother, and wo- 
men who are interpst'cd'Jn. the welfare 
of the villagers In their various sum- 
mer homes arc learning hand weav- 
ing with the idea of teaching it in 
the Girls' Friendly Societies. 

This concerted movement menns 
that all the lO.astern and some of the 
.Middle and Southern states will have 
an okl Industry revived, and it Is pre- 
dicted that the various states will 
have dellnlte designs, lllie hallmarks, 
that will be always known as eoniin.g 
from a particular (puirter. A jilne 
tree, for instance, %vlll mark the Mas- 
sachusetts work, and on. Mrs. 
George Vanderbilt has aln-ady started 
a number of the.'ie looms among her 
Baltimore protegees, and they are 
turning out l)lue and white counter- 
panes that are coiiies of "old timers." 
These women are keeping to the more 
homely and larger sized articles for 
home use, leaving the smaller affairs 
for women who are taking weaving 
up merely to while away i\u- time 
that hangs, heavily on their lur.ids 
amid luxurious surroundings. To the 
latter the discovery of a really useful 
fad Is a blessing, and it is quite In 
keeping with a Colonial mansion to 
have a weaving room. 

To be really. nilstre!^s of this craft 
the art of dyeing the skeins of warp 
and woof must be understood as Inti- 
mately as the throwing of the shuttle, 
but among those SvHo 'take up weav- 
ing as a pastime few aro likely to go 
Into It as seriously as this. The 
weaving Itself, unless the piece is of 
unusual and Intricate design. Is not 
dltlicult, but It requires a steady hand 
and a keen eye. Tho work Is of a 
kind that will not hurl the hand.s or 
even interfere with the most elaborate 
frock, and the monotonous passing of 
the shuttle, it Is claimed, Is an' ex- 
cellent nerve cure. 

Ordinarily about four or five Indies 
can bo done In an liour by an expert 
weaver, but It will take all day to 
thread a loom for fine weaving, and 
hero Is whore the greatest care and 
l)atience arc necessary. 

Tho !"oni I" 11 good sized affair, and 
for weaving In comfort recpiires a 
room with a strong light that Is used 
for no other purpose. Here the loom 
may be placed lo get the best liglit: 
one or two wooden chests or old 
trunks can hold the .skeins, and a long 
box also should bo placed near by to 
hold tho loose extra portions of tho 
loom, such as rods and duplicate 
shuttles, or anything necessary for 
repairs. 

THE Y. W. C. A. 

This Is a comparatively young so- 
ciety here. It is true, it is soiii.^ time 
since an association was formed. Hut 
it was not till within the last few 
vears that the want of help for young 
women which tlie home and the church 
could not afford, has hrt-w felt. 

It Is about two years' since the go- 
cietv under Its pns'^eiit management 
was" organizetl. At lirst a room on 
Government street was rented to serve 
as a meeting place for business girls. 
It consisted of a hall where religious 
services and social meetings could be 
held. 

An attempt was made, too, to fur- 
nish cheap lunches for the girls who 
could not go home at mid-day. It 
was, howeeci-, found that among the 
\-oung wcini.'n passing through the 
eltv and tlm^i' who live here there was 
a. (iemaiid for lodging as well as board. 
A house w:i!i, last summer, rented on 
Pandora stn-.-t. It was considered 
Lo be larger than would be iieedi'd 
for some timi\ it was furnished ;;o as 
to accommodate the greatest number 
jiosslbli'. niu-iiar hist month It was 
too small foi- tlie visitors who Wished 
to stay there and lodging was found 
for many In homes or elsewhere. 

This part of the work has been 
given to Miss Harger. Her duty It to 
meet the boats and to bring to the 
home all who ask for her assistance. 
As has been said many women visiting 



tho city take advantage of the cheap- 
ness and tho safety of tho Y. W. C. A., 
rooms and there la seldom a vacant 
bed. 

Employment Is found for all who 
wish it, and very often girls and wo- 
men return to the home when they 
want a rest or between intervals of 
employment. A few mornings since 
Miss Harger, the traveler's aid, was 
conducting a very young girl and her. 
little slater to tho Seattle boat. These 
were English, girls jw.ho,hi5id come from 
London to Irieet'^^ffllr'■ iiiother In Port 
Townsend. "They had cro'ssed the con- 
tinent alone but had been mot In most 
cities by such an olilccr and had ar- 
rived here safely. So far' tlinre have 
not been many Instances of thoso 
needing such protection, but many 
huve appealed tr. Miss Harger for' dJ- 
rcetion and information. So far the 
Y. W. C. A. Is doing good work. 

But It Is far from' being, as cftcctlvo 
as it should be. There aro many young 
girls at work In Victoria who need 
the kind of supervision uf sucli women 
as Miss Scholellold, the present, or 
Miss Gilbert, tho former . secretary 
and matron. But the building Is not 
suitable for a home for such girls. 
There are few' single' bedrooms and 
these are taken. "What is wanted is 
a much larger building In a central 
part of the city where young girls 
ciiuld have suitable accommodation 
ahd careful guardianship. 

It has been found In Toronto and 
other large cities that when once such 
a building is furnished it can be self- 
supporting. Tho Board of Directors 
and tho prciildcnts,' Mrs. Formah and 
Misa Kawcott, who have been instru- 
mental in doln^ so much' for' this 
much needed institution, are deserving 
of the gratitude of Victoria's cltjzona. 
'I'he time has como when a' forward 
slei) must be taken and doubtless tlie 
public will respond liberally and make 
provision for the needs of the young 
women who have come to help us 
build up . a larger Victoria.

The Judgment given in favor of the 
steamer Princess Victoria In the ap- 
-peal before the Privy Council with 
'.regard to the suit brought by R. H. 
•Bryce, since deceased, against the C. 

R., on account of the Princess Vic- 
i'-torla-ChehaHs collision off Brockton 
ajpolnt, Vattcourer, -was as follows: 
••' (DeUvercSa by Ijord .Gorell) 

The apnellants In this case are the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company, the 
vpwners at, the steamship Princess Vlo- 
• torla which' eama Into collision a jout or 
"^inear the Parthla Shoal off Brockton 
i^Point near Vancouver at about 2.20 on 
;,thB 21st July, 1006, with the steamer 
HChehalls, and In con-sequoncc the latter 
Vessel sank, and some of her passcnBora 
find crew were drowned. Six actions 
were afterwards brought In the Supreme 
Court of British Columbia against the 
appellants- by certain paasengors and 
members of the crew of the Chehalla or 
their personal representatives to recover 
damages for loss of Ufa and personal 
■injuries and loss of effects, OH the 
alleged ground that the collision Was 
tcauaed by the negUsent navigation of 
ii-lha Princess Victoria. 
•• The appellants denied that the colli- 
sion was ■ caused or .contributed to by 
, any negUgence'ln the navigation of the 
.I'rlncoss Vlctorli: ' 

The actions were consoHdatod and 
■tried in February, 1907, before Jlr. Jus- 
tlve Martin, the local Judge In Admir- 
alty for British Columbia, assisted by 
two nautical assessors, and on the 22nd 
iMay, 1907, the learned Judge, after a 
very long trial hold, with the concur- 
rence of the nesessors, that the collision 
, •wa.'i causedi solely by the negligent navl- 
(■^Katlon of Ihe Chehalls, and he dismissed 

■ all the actions with costs. 

On appeal to the FuU Court .>f . the 
Supreme Court of British Coluntbla; sit- 
ting without assessors. It was held by a 
majority of the- Judges that theiPrin- 
,ccss Victoria ■was to '3181116 for the col- 

■ dlsion, and damages and costs were 
iSawarded t'o all the plaintiffs except the 
plaintiff Cyril James Eldrldgo House, 
j.'jthe master of the Chehalis, whose ap- 
ji^peal ■nas dismissed. 

f' The Chief Justice held that the Prln- 
"cess Victoria was solely to blame. Cle- 
ment. J., held both ships to blame, and 
' Irving, J., held the Chohalls was solely 
to blame. House's appeal failed, because 
lie vva.". rcEpo'islble for the navigation 
of the Chehalls, and the result of the 
Judgments was that he could not re- 
cover, and he has not appealed against 
this decision. 
_ The facts are simple, and It Is diffi- 
: cult to understand why the trial shotild 
have lasted so long as it did.: 
The Princess Victoria, a twin-screw 
v'^steamahlp of 1943 tons gross register, 
/ileft the wharf on . the south side of Van- 
lijcouver Harbor bound to Victoria, with 
'passengers, mails, and baggage, and a

Broadly stated, the case on the other 
side ■^•as that the Chehalls was proceed- 
I Ing on her course out of 
and that, after she had pas.sed Brock- 
Ion Point, her master hoard n wlilstlo 
behind him, and on lookin.r; throush a 
stern window In his i\'heelhouse, saw 
the Princess Victoria coming down on 
him, that ho saw .«:he was coming right 
Into him, and that he threw his helm 
hard-a-port and gave a short blast'of 
the whistle, but that, in a 'few saconds 
the Princess Victoria struck his vessel. 

The- main question In 'the- case was 
purely ono; of-' fact, \vli,r wjjietlier - the 
Chehalls starboarded or,^w^ InHtrcperly 
allowed tn swing over to port across 
the course of the Princess- Victoria, or 
whether the latter vessel came too close 
to the Chohalls and ran Into her, or 
■WES allowed to be sheered Into her by 
the tide. 

The learned Judge who tried the case 
and saw the witnesses accepted the ac- 
count, of the officers of the Princess 
Victoria as being substantially correct. 
Hft-found that,- beyond doubt, there was 
ample room for her to have passed be- 
tween the launch and the Chehalls, and 
In the course of his Judgment said: 

"I am satlafled that the officers In the 
pilot house of the Princess did not keep 
a proper and continuous' lobk-tiut and 
that at Jthe time, the two blas;^ were 
blown 'she,' having Just then freed her- 
self from the anttolpation of any danger 
from the launch close to her port 'oow, 
■n-hlch had 'caused a -momentary but Im- 
material deviation from her course, was 
steadied on a course W. by N. H N., 
v.'lthlr. a '.juarter of a point: so as to 
Just clear Pro.ipect Point and take her 
straight down the Narrows, which 
course was. roughlj', parallel to that of 
tho Chehalls. Had these re.spectlve 
courses and speeds been maintained, 
there was at that time no reason to 
anticipate any danger of collision, 
though the courses would probably have 
ultimately converged. . . But 1 find 
that while said blasts were being blown, 
or Immediately thereafter, ' tho Chehalls 
suddenly altered her course at least 
three to four points from west to south- 
ward, thus bringing. hcv^kClf across the 
bows oC the Princess. . , . .1 " have 
very IlttH.lf any, doubt that It was ow- 
ing to the fact that Captain House, as 
ha admits, only kept- a- look-out ahead, 
and 1 believe he was startled when he 
heard tho signal and made a, ■wrong 
movement of his wheel at a critical mo- 
ment in the strong tide. There must 
have been something of the kind, for 
House did not take tho position that he 
was thrown out of his course by an un- 
foreseen eddy or current or otherwise." 

The learned Judge further held that 
the Princess Victoria had not committed 
a broach of any of the regulations for 
preventing collisions in Canadian water.i, 
which are similar to tliose madi; under 
the Imperial Act, though the statutory 
sanction is different (cf. sec. 916 of Re- 
vlstd Statutes of Canada, 1906, chap. 
113. and sec. -ilS (4) of the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1804). In particular upon 
the point which appears tu have 'jeen 
much discussed, that Is to say, whether 
tho Princess Victoria-had- broken Article 
26 of the regtilatlons — the narrow chan- 
nel rule-^he stated that, having regard 
to the relative positions, of the. .three, 
vessels after the Princess "Victoria had 
rounded the point, the mid-channel 
course which she took was the only 
proper one for her to take as a matter 
ot g.iod seamanship, as ho was advised, 
consistent with ' her own safety, and it 
would have been unreasonable to expect 
her to have gone to the north of the 
Chehalla, already on tho northerly 
course, and under her stern. 

On the apiH>al to the Full Court the 
Chief Justice differed from the finding 
of fact by Martin, J., that tho Chehalis 
altered her course across the bo-5\'s of 
the Princess Victoria, and he considered 
that that vessel was to blamo under 
Articles 22, 23, 24 and 24 of the regula- 
tions. Clement, J., held that he could- 
not, having duo regard to the principles 
which should guide an appellate tribunal 
in reviewing a Judgment as to matters 
of fact, sax that, the Jesrned Judge was 
wrong In finding Capitaln House to 
blame, I e., guilty Of Contributory negli- 
gence; but - he held' 'that "" tfie^'Prlricess 
Victoria had broken Article 25, and that 
that was "the larger Inducing cause of 
the catastrophe." Irving, J., supported 
the Judgment on all grounds. 

There are two different matters to 
consider in this case. The flrst.fs, what 
were the facts? and the second; upOn 
the facts; whether either' ^r'bothrOf the 
vessels were to blanie? ', ' '- 

Tholr lordships consider that the facts 
appear- to have been very fully and' care-' 
fully Investigated by Martin, J., with 
the assistance of assessors, and that ho 
adequate ground has heen shown for 
an appellate court to take a different 
view of the facts from that taken by tho. 
learned. Judge. He had tho great advan-o 
tago of seeing and hearing the ■n-ltneases, 
and unless it.could be shown that he had 



t.iken a mistaken or erroneous view of 



prehension, or clearly came to nn un- 
reason? bic decision about tho facts, ho 
should not, hi U'.'cordanci- with well rc- 
cognir.ed principles, be overruled on mat- 
ters of fact which depended mainly upon 
tho credibility of tho witnesses. 

An exariilnatlon of tho evidence In this 
case shows that, not only was the 
learned judge entitled to come to the 
o'oncluslons'' of tfaot.;at"rWhlch. ;.he ar- 
rived, but that the .weight of the evi- 
dence is tn f^vor of those conclusions, 
and that the real cause of this urtfortu- 
nftte collision was that there w-as no 
adequate look-out kept on board tho 
Chehalls, -and that her master was un- 
aware of the presence of the Princess 
Victoria until she -was about to pass 
him, and Improperly put his holm to 
starboard, or allowed his vessel. ■ which 
had Just entered tht part of the Nar- 
rows where ho began to feel tho full 
effect of tho tide, to fall off her course 
towards the Princess Victoria. Broadly 
sper^ltlng, tiiero.ciin iiaiuly ]>v Uiv leust 
doubt that. If House had seen and been' 
aware of tho .p.resrint of the Princess 
Victoria, the cblllslbn would never have 
happened. It seems almost Inoompre- 
hensi'sle that he should not have 
.noticed' her< even before she rounded, and 
as she ■was roundlri'g tlie' point, unless 
he never looked anywhere except 
straight ahcMfl of hi.s vessel. 

The rinding of the learned Jvulgc upon 
this point really makes an end ot tho j

fortunats Bluejaoket Left Behind 
by Destroyer 

Left behind by the U. S. torpedo de- 
stroyer Hopkins when the flotilla, 
which visited Victoria last week, left 
Skngway, J. N. Roas, a seuman of tho 
lighting ship, made a desperate effect 
to join his vessel and failed, being left 
marooned on. tho wild northern shore- 
line' near Haines where he was found 
by the steamer PrlncesB Kna of fnis 
city and rescued. "When tho steamer 
Princess Ena, Captain Gunns,' was 
passing tho signals' of the castaway 
wore seen. 

Capt. Gunns approached as ncnr 
shore ns poasiblo, then summoned tho 
gasoline launch Hegg, which was Just 
leaving Il;iinp.'<. The Hegg brought 
RosK to Skagway, where ho is now 
confined to Ijed. 

Rosa missed the fleet when it left 
Skagway Wednesday night two weeks 
ago. He knew the flotilla would stop 
;it, Haines and he Inquired If he could 
not walk there and' catch the fleet. 
Some one told him that he could and 
directed him down the east shore of 
Ross to Skagway, where he was con- 
fined to bad 'when the Princess Ena

is safe and practicable, keep to that side 
of the fairway or mid-channel which 
lies on the starboard side of such ves- 
sel." 

The collision took place somewhere 
about midway across the channel, which 
their lordships consider has "bean cor- 
rectly stated to be a narrow channel 
within the meaning of the article. Then 
tho 'configuration of the locality and tho 
circumstances with regard to tide, etc.. 
have to be considered. The learned 
trial Judge held that the cour.^c taken 
by the Princess Victoria was Justified 
by the circumstances, but the chief Jus- 
tice and Clement, .1., appear to have con- 
sidered that she should have gone out- 
side tht Burnaby Shoal, or nt any rate 
under the stern of the Choluills. 

The Princess Victoria appears to 
have followed the usual course In pass- 
ing through the narrow channel between 
thf Biirnnhy- Shoal and Brockton Point, 
and to have rounded the point In a 
proper cour.se to prevent herself from 
being swept out by the very strong tide 
ivlilcli she would have had on \\cr port 
broadside, if she had attempted to pass 
directly across to the north side of the 
channel leading outwards, and a similar 
effect would have been produced upon 
her If, having regard to the position of 
the vessels, she had proceeded to at- 
tempt to pass under the stern of the 
Chehalls. . 

Their lordships are advised by the 
.experienced assessors who have assisted 
them on this appeal that the Princess 
Victoria pursued a proper course having 
regard to the locality and tide, and wais. 
In the circumstances, justified, as a mat- 
ter of good seamanship. In taking tho 
mid-channel course between the two 
other vessels, and therefore they do not 
agree with the views expressed on this 
point 'oy the majority of the Full Court. 
They further do not consider that tho 
course pursued by the Princess Victoria 
can bo held to have caused or contri- 
buted to the collision, which was solely 
brought about by tho Improper action of 
tho Chehalls. 

"With regard to Article 28 the point 
made under It against tho Princess Vic- 
toria was that she did not sound her 
whistle w"nen hVf. began to ro'und tho 
point, and Improperly failed to Inillcate 
by whistle signals the cotirso she wa.s 
taking. There does not seem to have 
been much, if any, argument on these 
points In the courts below. It Is to be 
noticed that when proceeding to round 
the point, tho Princess Victoria was act- 
ing in the or.dlnary course of navigation, 
and that It has been but faintly sug- 
gested that she did any thinfif . wrong at.a 
later time with regard to her ' Whistle, 
A breach of the article does not seem 
to their lordships to be made out In the 
circumstances,, • . vi*;,, . .ji. 

The ' conoiuslon at wnieh': their ' lord- 
ships have arrived is that the. 'decision 
of Martin, J., was rlghti-.and'Shbtildl.'Se 
affirmed. It would seem from "tlie 
order of the Full Court that some deal- 
ings have taken place between tho ap- 
pellants and the plaintiffs William. 
James Crawford and Ruby Crawford 
with regard to withdrawing the appeal 
of these plaintiffs to that court, and any 
arrangemsnt between the parties should

that he expected to "relax absolutely" 
on the northern cruise. He surround- 
ed himself, as usual, with a company 
of eighteen or twenty particularly con- 
genial spirits, in adilltion to his regu- 
lar household suite. One of his travel- 
ling companions was . the celebrated 
Pan-Gertnan political professoi, Dr. 
Schieniann, who was His Majesty's 
guest on the famous excursion to Tan- 
gier In March, 1905. i 

The Kaiser -will notv take up resi- 
dence at his castle of Wilhelmshohe, 
celebrated as tho place oC arrest of 
Kmperor Napoleon IH., after Sedan. A 
number of hunting and military en- 
gagements will till His Majesty's pro- 
gramme during' the rest of August. 
He will also Unci time to dedicate a 
magnificent new Royal Opera House 
at Cassel, the designs of which 'were 
completed under his personal -super- 
vision. 

Durlngr the last-i^eek In August the 
Kmperor will arrive In Berlin to wel- 
come Count Zeppelin, 'who has under- 
taken to come' here in the "Zeppelin 
III." It la reijorted that conspicuous 
honors await the "conqueror Of the 
air." One report says they 'will take 
tho form of making him a prince. 

Early in September the Kaiser goes 
to Wurtemberg to direct the annual 
"Kaiser manoeuvres" oi three of hi," 
army corps, and later in tho month ho 
will go to Austria to i)lay at war for a 
weelt with the Archduke Franz Fer- 
dinand, In tho annual manoeuvres of 
the Au.'itria-Hungarlan army. 

The view Is widely lield that the re- 
tirement of Prince von Buelow and ths 
accession of Dr. von Bethmann-Holl- 
weg to the Imperial Chancellorship 
piaeticiilly ru-ealabiishes the auto- 
cratic power of the Kaiser. In foreign 
affairs, at least, there is hardly any 
doubt that the country finds Itself ex- 
actly whore it was before the national 
storm of Indignation over the "per- 
sonal regime" last November. 

With the departure ot Prince von 
Buelow It Is felt that the one solid 
breakwater betwoon the Kaiser and 
personal government has been swept 
away. The new Chancellor is an ab- 
.solute tyro in tho subtle (icld of diplo- 
macy and foreign politics. He has 
none of the urbane ease which comes 
from "world life," and the atmosphere 
of foreign capitals.. Not only has his 
bureaucratic career been confined to 
the narrow provincial lines of local 
government and home administration, 
but his entire character, bearing, and 
temperament arc wholly different from 
that hitherto regarded as essential for 
a statesman required to deal with pro- 
fessional diplomat.s. 

Prince von Buelow'.s innuence on 
German politics Is certain to roninln 
a potent one. It is unlikely that he 
will hoed the .suggestion of an Import- 
ant iirovincial journal and enter the 
Keichstag as a deputy, but it seems 
certain that both the I^aiser and Dr 
von Bethmann-Hollweg will remain on 
terms of the most conndontial Intim- 
acy with him. Two well-known pro- 
vincial papers, the Suddoutsche Reichs 
Corrospondenz, of Karlsruhe, and the 
Hamburger Correspondent, are already 
famous as Buelow's personal organs 
TIio latter had the (Jlstinctlon of pub- 
hshlng his political testament. Through 
tho columns of both these papers the 
ex-Chancellor's views are likely to find 
frequent and regular expression 

The new taxation laws have been 
officially published. They were signed 
by tho Emperor, William and counter- 
signed by Herr von Bethmann-Holl- 
weg. Some of the now taxes and in- 
creases of customs duties took effect 
August l.st, but considerable confu.slon 
seems to prevail with regard to the 
administrative regulations, which have 
not In all cases been Jlxed. In regard 
to the fresh impost" upon articles of 
popular consumption, trade organiza- 
tions, and retailers are busy arrang- 
ing to transfer the new burdens to 
consumers. If advertisements' in news-' 
pajjcra and shoj) windows can be talcen 
as any guide, it would seem provable 
that all good housewives and other fru- 
gal persons are likely to lay In good 
store against the day upon which tea, 
coflee, matches, and cigars,- for " exV 
ample, will be subject to an aljl round 
Increase In price. The real offecfs. of 
the iu:\v taxes can hardly bo seen until 
Uiey come into force, but the Interven- 
ing period seems to come not amiss 
either to the purchasers, or to the po- 
litical opponents of the new taxes, who 
hope much from popular dissatisfac- 
tion. 

As the now tax upon coupons is. to 
bo levied at the moment of issue to 
shareholders of coupon .slieet.s, which 
In iiio.st cases contain coupons for ten 
years ahead, many companies and cor- 
porations have hit upon the .apparently 
simple device of issuing fresh coupon 
sheets before tho coupon tax law 
comes Into force. Though the ofllclal- 



Imperlal Gazette contains some pages 
of company's advertisements to this 
effect, the semi-official North-German 
Gazette simultaneously announces that 
the Federal Council, having noted the 
"wholesale issue" of new coupon sheets 
will consider measures to prevent this 
evasion of the new tax. 



TACOM.A-MARU MISHAP 



Broken Propeller Blades Forco Pacific 
Linor Back to Hor Name City 
to Discharge Cargo 

Port Townsend, Wn., Aug. IS. — The 
Japanese steamship Tacoma-Maru, 
bound from Puget Sound for Yoko- 
hama, lost- the greater part of tour 
blades of her propeller when several 
hundred miles off the ^^^•^shlngton 
Coast, and was compelled to return 
here, arriving at 2 a.m. The steamer 
proceeded to Tacoma to prepare for 
repairs. To correct the .trouble the 
vessel will be compelled to go into 
dock, probably discharging hor llrst 
American cargo of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee -and Puget Sound Railway. 



TO BE STARTED 



Be Built on Lines Suggest- 
ed by Sir John Fisher 
in 1907 



London, Aug. 18. — A lengthy state- 
ment has just been published giving 
the general lines of the scheme for 
Canadian naval defence In tho nucleus 
of a Canadian navy to be begun Im- 
mediately on lines suggested by Sir 
John Fisher in 190.7. 

"Canadian ambitions are not to be 
satisfied by a mere contribution of 
nioney,",^. says this article. "Canada 
^\ nnts to own her own navy. On this 
point the supremo consideration is 
tho constitutional freedom of the state, 
and, to this, questions of strategy, no 
matter how important, must be sub- 
ordinated. 

"Details of the disposition of ships 
are not concluded but It Is obvlotis 
that Canada will not be fulfilling her 
own undertakln'g If she places all the 
eggs In one basket. She has two 
oceans to consider and work must be- 
gin practically simultaneously on both 
coasts. 

"The .sclicm.e also includoa an in- 
crease of dock facilltifH. 

"It is unlikely that the naval forces 
will bo limited to Halifax and Esqul- 
malt; Prince Rupert and possibly Que- 
bec and Montreal will also have to 
ho considered. 

"The very best feeling has been dis- 
played on both sides at the tajnter- 
eiice, perfect understanding existing 
between the Imperial and Dominion 
authorities." 

Melbourne, Aug. IS — Premier Deakin 
Interviewed yesterday, said he was 
extremely ;;ratllied at Mr. Foxton's 
success in securing fullest acceptance 
of the scheme before tho Imperial De- 
fence Conference which he (Mr, 
Deakin) had advocated In 1907. lie 
also drew attention to the fact that 
the Commonwoaltli would have com- 
pleto control of the proposed Austra- 
lian unit In the re-organlzcd Imperial 
Niivy in time of peace, ai-id would also 
retain power to decide whether the 
circumstances of any. given emergency 
in time of -war would warrant a trans- 
fer of tho unit to tho admiralty. iThe 
annual cost to Australia would be 
£850,000. 

Fisher's proposals on behalf of the 
admiralty gave Australia a leaser do- 
grco of control over hor local na-vy 
than tho present scheme and Doakln's 
success is warmly eulogized whlje the 
Hon. Mr. McKenna's conclllotory pol- 
icy Is amply recognized. 
Constitutional Freedom Paramount. 

Montrcai, Aug. 18. — A special Lon- 
don cable says: . According, to publish- 
ed details, the question of tlie amount 
to be:expended on the Canadian navy, 
and the time and place for ordering 
the ships, will bo decided after tho 
delegates return. Canada wants her 
own navy, and on this point tho su- 
preme consideration is coiiHtltutlonal 
freedom, and to this question strate- 
gy must bo suboi'dlnated. Details bC 
tho disposition of ships haye not yet 
boon concluded.

RAIDERS LOOTED 

SALiV iON TRAPS 

Armed Men With 'Gasoline Launches 
Pirated TrapS at Point 
Roberts 



The closing days of tho salmon run, 
which Is fast nearlns Its end, luunii- 
hacks and cohoes In numbers appear- 
ing now, has been, marked by one of 
tho most extensive raids reported for 
years on tho salmon traps at Point 
Roberts. A despatch from Bel- 
linghnm says: "At tho point of 
guns and by main foi-co, forty men 
robbed tho Milllgan and Kallsen traps, 
at Point Roberts, of ?10,000 worth of 
lisb at 10 o'clock last Monday night. 
Tile fleet of fasl-sallin'g power boats 
swooped down from tho north, over- 
powere,! the trap giiard.s, ritied the 
traps and returned to the nortli. United 
States revenue cuttorr. have been sent 
for by cannery men. and no 
cost will bo spared to bring the raid- 
ers to justice. Dead -shot Plnkertons 
will be hired to stand watch at tho 
traps, and a reward uf $1,000 is offorod 
by local cunnorymen for the detention 
of any pirate attempting to rob a trap. 

The raid was reported liy the Cii)!- 
tain of the lisliing boat Victor, bLdong- 
ing to the l^acillc American Fisheries 
t'ompuny of Belllngh;im. liurt Hoonoy 
was guard at tho Milllgan traj), and 
told about the invasion. The two traps 
looted are tho most northerly ones In 
tho United States. 

"The boats came from the north and 
went back in that direction. There 
are no American canneries north of 
tile two pillaged traps. Evidence point- 
ing to tlie guilt of any particular group 
of persons has nqt,< yet bopn obtained, 
,bttt American canhorj^on all over tho 
Sound are up in'.arinB, and are ready 
to spend fortunes. If necessary, , to <ie- 
fend their fish from. a repotttlon of last 
Monday night's raid. 

"Tho trop owners say that at all costs 
pirates will be prevented from continu- 
ing their Inroods. No raid in the his- 
tory of the salmon industry has been 
as big or as sweeping us this one. 

"Tho govornmont revenue cutters 
will arrive on tho salmon bnnk.s to- 
night. Tho detectives will be hero as 
soon as possible. The canncrymon are 
talcing the law into their own hands, 
to a certain extent, and the traps will 
■bristle with Winchesters loaded for 
fish pirates," - ■ -

WIIEKBAS the Corporation of tho 
City of Victoria have arranged an agree- 
ment with, the British Columbia Jiiloc- 
trlc I^ailway Company, Limited, which 
arrangeuion: Is sot forth in a draft 
agreement aubmltted to and approved 
by the Couuoll and already executed on 
behalf of tho Company, , and which said 
draft agreeiiient is in tlio words and 11- 
gurcB following: — , i •

WHEREAS tho Company are carry- 
ing on tho busineas of electric railway 
lighting and power within tho City of

'3y the 'Company for electric light and 
power in the City of "Vancouver; and 
tho rates to bo charged for electric 
light and power in tho districts sur-' 
rounding tho City of Victoria shall not-' 
exceed the schedule rates now charged I 
by tho Company tor electric light and I 
power in the districts surrounding the 
City of Vancouver, both of wlilch scho- 
dulo rates are hereunto annexed and 
marked "A" and "B" respectively, and 
are hereby incorporated, nerewlth and 
made a part of this agreement and 
identified by the signatures of the par- 
ties hereto.
